LONG IN STATE OF DECAY 


Letter from John Binns to Trib- 
une Written Day Before 
Fatal Accident Be- 
came Known. 


JUDGMENT AGAINST. - CITY. 


The dilapidated condition of Ogden ave- 
nue viaduct caused the death of a woman 
early yesterday morning. Mrs. Tillie Canniff 
fell through one of the holes that long have 
existed there and was instantly killed on 
the railroad tracks below. : 

Residents of the vicinity for months have 
complained in vain of the condition of the 
viaduct. Two years ago a judgment of $2,000 
was rendered in a damage suit brought 
against the city by a Mrs. Gresdon on ac- 
count of the poor condition of the sidewalk. 
Recently other persons have been hurt there. 

Last night, simultaneously with the news 
of the accident, a letter was received by 
Tue TrRipuNs from John Binns, 1445 West 
Fifteenth place, complaining bitterly of the 
dangerous state of the viaduct and blaming 
the Tenth Ward Aldermen. Mr. Binns called 
particular attention to the identical gap in 
the viaduct through which Mrs. Cannift 
plunged to her death.

Mrs. Canniſt 
stepped from the road, into which she at 
first had been diverted by the barricade on 
the east end, to what she supposed was the 
sidewalk. Instead of. stepping upen boards, 
as she expected, she fell into a hole which 
measured 5x6 feet, and is situated at the base 
of one of the girders near the center of 


the bridge.

Ogden Avenue Vehicle About to Cress 
When the Tender Begins to Swing 
the Structure — Windows Smashed 
and the Passengers Maké a Rush for 
Saféety—Quarrel Then Ensues as to 
the Responsibility for the Acci- 
dent. 


Through carelessness and the prevalence of 
a blinding cloud of dust an east-bound Og- 
den avenue car was badly damaged and the 
lives of passengers were threatened at the 
Randolph street bridge at 5:30 o'clock last 
evening. 

The car had made the stop for the bridge 
on the viaduct, the conductor had given the 
signal to proceed across the bridge, and the 
car was within a few feet of the abutment 


started to swing the bridge, the east end 
swinging toward the south. Before the mo- 
torman comprehended the situation the front 
wheels of the car were on the bridge and the 
rear wheels yet on the abutment. 

The movement of the bridge swung the 
car against the perpendicular iron post which 


off the power from the trolley car wires 
when the bridge swings. 

In an instant the car was in darkness, and 
there was a crash of bredking glass as the 
forward end of it came in contact with the 
iron post. Both front and rear trucks of the 
car were derailed, and before the bridge was 
brought to a standstill the forward end of the 
car was halfway over to the west-bound 
track, and the passengers in the car in immi- 
nent danger of being crushed by the super- 
structure at the north side of the bridge. 
Although there were not more than ten 
passengers in the car, they were badly fright- 
ened, and all of them attempted to leave the 
car at the same moment. 

When the passengers reached the ground 
the bridgetender had succeeded in stopping 
the bridge, and there was no further danger. 
A quarrel then ensued between the bridge- 
tender and the car conductor and motorman 
as to responsibility for the accident. 

The car tracks on the bridge were strewn 
with broken glass, and it required the efforts 
of the car men and the passengers to get the 
vehicle again on the rails.

Willard Holcomb of New York and His

Chicago Arouses Young Wemen— 
Miss Matthews Climbs Step-Ladder 
and Pours Water on Flames While 


Firemen Arrive and Tear Hole in 
Roef—Damage Is Small. 
_A bad blaze which threatened the destruc- 
tion of Foster Hall at the University of Chi- 
cago early yesterday morning, aroused the

to assume the role of firemen in a hastily im- 
provised pitcher. brigade, and developed a 
heroine in the person of Miss Matthews. 
The young women who have been in training 
upon a diet of hash, eggs, and toast for the 
last three months did their duty well until 
the arrival of the regular firemen. 


ly rushed to the scene of the fire with pitchers 


reach the blaze, as it was on the roof. Secur- 
ing a ladder, one of the young women, Miss 
Matthews, climbed to the roof, and as fast 
as her companions brought the pitchers 
poured the water on thé fire. It proved too 
strong for them, however, and it was not 
until the firemen had arrived and torn off 
the slate roofing that the blase was en- 
tinguished. 
Confusion on the Campus. 

More confusion reigned on the campus than 
in the hall. Three men noticed the firé at 
the same time from different points, and all 
ran to turn in alarms. Gustavus Adolphus 
Petersen, who has charge of Foster Hall, 
ran to one alarm box, Max Jonas and Benja- 
min Strauss, two students, ran to other 
boxes, and in their excitement called out 
all the patrol -wagons and fre deparments 
around, The occupants of the hall were 
ignorant of the fire until some one called to 
them from outside. 

There was little damage from the fire, but 
the roof, which was torn up, and the dam- 
age to the rooms below from water will 
cause a loss of several hundred dollars. As 
oon as it was seen where the fire was low 
cated, and which rooms were threatened, 
the girls removed their property, so that 
they escaped without any loss. Miss Myra 
Reynolds, head of the hall, said she was at 
a loss to account for the fire, and did not 
think any one was to blame.’ 


Building Brings Bad Luck. . 
“We do not know how it started,“ she 
said, unless sparks from the chimney fell 
among shavings blown from the new build- 
ings. The girls did not get excited when the 
alarm was given by some one ffom outside 
but kept.cool and did all they could to ex- 
tinguish the fire until the firemén arrived. 
The new building seems to have brought 
us bad luck, and certainly has caused us 
lots of excitement. Robbers tried to enter 
from it recently, and now this fire started 
from there. It is fortunate it did not come 
at night. There is only ene stairway in the 
old building, and I have always been afraid 

of fire on that account. -The new bul 
will have another stairway and an elevator.“ 
The new building is to be connectéé with 
the present Foster Hall and is to bear the 
same name. The roof has just been put on 

and plans are being made to dedicate it. 


SOL WOLFE FAILS FOR $230,000

A Reform Play. 

The state of municipal affairs set forth in 
„The District Attorney does not closely 
resemble the local conditions which just now 
are receiving so much attention, but there is 
some likeness, hence the appearance of the 
Play at the Dearborn Theater yesterday. 
Harrison Grey Fiske and Charles Klein sent 
the play out into the world a number of years 
ago, but cities move slowly in reforms polit- 
ical. So it happens that the evils of the 
political administration of non-political 
offices make as true a text now—dramatic 
and otherwise—as when the two playwrights 
thought they saw dramatic material in some 
of New York’s troubles. 

They had their hero installed in the office 
of District Attorney, nbt by a reform move- 
ment, but by a political machine, Which de- 
cided its sole chance of keeping a grip on 
power was to put an honest man into office 
and then trust to luck and influence to make 
him dishonest and a tool. John Stratton, 
however, was of stanch build, and when he 
glanced over lists of indictments against per- 
sons of influence he prepared the cases 
for trial. Stage needs, however, called fora 
love story, and the story was woven so deep 
into the struggle waged to hold the bold 
official in check that in the end he was en- 
meshed. He lost no honor, but for love's 
sake he resigned his office to take up the 
legal defense of the man he had brought into 
jeopardy. 

Thus the play is not apt to give great 
courage to reformers, though the manner of 
the audience last night seemed to indicate 
that many of that turn of mind were in the 
house. The individual who for ten days past 
has been threatening dire things against the 
Sunday night theaters also drifted in, but he 
came unaccompanied by constables. 

James KE. Wilson acted the röle of the up- 
right prosecutor, and John Ward, a new 
member of the cgmpany, impersonated the 
corrupt politician, Matthew Brainerd. It 
was well, perhaps, that events of the moment 
gave added interest to the play; the per- 
furmance might have fallen short of supply- 
ing enough.

Drowned. 


TRAGEDY OF THE LAKES. 


Manitowoc, Wis., Dec. 16.—(Special. ]—Aft- 
er drifting nearly two days and a night inan 
open boat, with the dead body of his wife 
and her niece lashed to the seats, W. H. 
Shields, the lighthouse-keeper on Squaw Is- 


land, was picked up by the steamer Manhat- 


tan and brought into this port today. With 
him was William McCauly, his assistant, and 
both men were so badly frozen that it is 
feared both will lose their lower limbs. 

Lucien Morden, a helper, who left the 
island, became insane and leaped to his death 
in the lake long before rescue was in sight. 

During all the hours McCauly and Shields 
were drifting in the open boat, beside the two 
dead women, the wind was blowing a gale, 
and many times the men were in danger of 
being cast into the heavy waves. 


Tells a Terrible Experience. 
McCauly and Shields are being cared for at 


the Holy Fumily Hospital. Tonight McCauly 


told the following story of his experiences’ 

“Upon receiving orders to close the light- 
house for the season we prepared to leave 
the island, together with our helpers— 
Lucien Morden of Montague, Michigan, Mrs. 
Shields, and Mrs. Mary Davis, my wife's 
niece. 

Boat Capsizes in Storm. 

“We left the island on Friday for the 
mainland, seven miles distant, bound for 
Harbor Springs. When out only a short 
time a heavy wind struck the sail of our 
boat, capsizing it and throwing us all into 
the lake. We all succeeded, after much 
hard work, in reaching the boat. McCauly 
and myself finally succeeded in lashing both 
the women to the boat and then ourselves. 

„Morden, the helper, had, in the meantime, 
become delirious, and refused to be lashed or 
attempt to save himself, and soon after fell 
off the boat and was lost. My wife and her 
niece, McCauly, and myself, lashed and 
clinging to the boat, were tossed about, and 
suffered terribly from the cold and seas 
which washed over us. | 

Both Women Die. g 

‘Seven hours after the accident happen 
my wife succumbed, being unable to longer 
endure the terrible conditions which the ex- 

sure to winds and seas caused. Mrs. 

vis, after holding up for several hours aft- 
er my wife's death, also succumbed, and only 
McCauly and myself remained alive, with 
the two dead women lashed by our sides float- 
ing around the lake with no human being in 
sight. 

“ At one time we were within a short dis- 
tance of the mainland and would soon have 
been washed on the beach, when the wind 
changed and we were gradually drifting out 
into the lake again. Fortunately, however, 
as it proved, we were taken by the wind inte 
the North passage, which is often taken by 
boats coming up the lake. 


Suffer from Cold. 
“In this manner we passed Friday night, 


| suffering terribly from the cold and hunger, 


until Saturday at 1 p. m., when we succeeded 
in attracting the attention of the lookout of 
the steamer Manhattan. Although the 
weather was rough, the Captain of the 
steamer, after much maneuvering, succeeded 
in rescuing us and also picking up the bodies 
of my wife and niece 

The terrible experience and suffering 
which we endured can only be imagined by 
those who have had similar experience, and 
the only wonder is that we were able to sur- 
vive it. We did our best to save and keep 
the women alive, but our efforts were una- 
vailing.”’ 

Both men are about 40 years of age. 


LIKE ANTI-ABSINTHE BILL. 


Frenchmen in Chicago Discuss Action 
of Deputies Against the Liquor and 
American Mixed Drinks. 


Many Frenchmen of this city, while pleased 
with the passage of a bill in the Chamber of 
Deputies prohibiting the manufacture, im- 

rtation, or sale of absinthe, in France, were 
inclined to comment humorously on the in- 
clusion of several American drinks in the pro- 
scribed list. Cocktails, sherry flips, and gin 
fizzes are mixtures that the Academy of Med- 
icine has decided are deleterious, and they 
even included in the amendment to the bill 
wine, beer, cider, and pure brandies and 
whiskies are to remain unprohibited, as are 
„Rocky Mountain coolers, Buffalo bliz- 
tards, and other concoctions. 

The action against absinthe is believed by 
many former residents of France to be the 
best act performed by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties in a score of years. Old residents who 
have recently visited their native land assert 
that the absinthe curse has permeated every 
portion of the land and is responsible for 
more deaths than any pestilence that ever 
visited the country. The adulteration of the 
liquor has added to its destructiveness, they 
eay, and the adulterations have extended to 
every form of liquor sold. ’ 

In stopping the sale of the concoctions 
masquerading under the name of American 
drinks, the Chamber has conferred an incal- 
culable favor upon traveling Americans,“ 
eaid Moses Turcot. Walter Caron, a chemist 
at 100 Blue Island avenue, said the absinthe 
habit was causing great damage to health 


in France. 


COMES FROM SOUTHERN PRISON 


Former Escaped Convict.Is This Time 
Secure in a Pardon by Governor 
of Tennessee. 


W. E. Cole, colored, has returned to Chi- 
cago a free man. Seven years ago, when he 
appeared in Chicago, a sentence of thirty 
years in a Tennessee prison was hanging over 
his head. He had escaped while serving a 
term for a crime which he declares he never 
committed. Cole married in Chicago and 
gained many friends by his good conduct. A 
negro he had befriended learned of his pfison 
record, however, and Cole was betrayed 
for a small reward and taken back to Ten- 
nessee to serve out his sentence. Prominent 
Chicago people interested themselves in 
Cole’s behalf, and Thanksgiving morning 
Governor McMillin signed his pardon. Cole 
visited his mother in the South before return- 
ing to his wife and child at 2119 Dearborn 
street.

Had Vladimir become regent, as he fully 
anticipated when he learned that the Czar was
